Fi'om Pacific Springs to Dry Sandy, bad 
water, and little or no grass, 9 miles. 

From Dry Sandy to junction of Ft. Hall' 
and Salt Lake roads, the left hand road 
via.

From Junction to Little Sandy, grass,

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Watch by day and; night; if not, they will 
Idee theirlanimals; and most likely be mar* 
dered in the bargain: guards had better keep 
a strict watch in the night, or they will be 
shot from the thick brush which is all the 
way down Mary’s river. < No man, woman, 
or child should leave the company, under, 
any circumstances whatever; for the brustv 
conceals the Indians, who take advantage:

train: this advice will sufiieeifoE the whole 
of. the route to the sink :of Mary's river, and:

Thence to where Maty’s river spreads 
over the ground, and forms a large lake;— 
here emigrants had better take in feed and 
water for the desert, as the water is not fit 
to use at the sink, and there-is no feed;— 
good feed all the way down, 155 

Thence to the sink, where you leave for 
the desert; here the slough bf the river lays 
between 2 bluffs, no feed, the water not fit 
to use, 20 

From the sink of Mary’s river to Carson 

river; crossing the desert, keep the left hand 
road; the first part of the road is good, but 
the latter part is heavy and sandy for about 
10 miles: we would recommend emigrants 
to go on the desert about 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon and travel all night, then stop 
and rest your cattle about three hours, and 
let them have some water and feed, then, 
proceed to Carson river; feed not so good 
when you strike the river first; look out for 
Indians up Carson'valley,— 40
